Man Trapped \n Truck 
While Traffic Heid Up 



CARRSVILLE - Traffic on U.S. 
58 was partially blocked for two 
hours and forty minutes Wednesday 
while the wreckage of a tractor- 
trailer and a load of 2-by-6's were 

mnoved. 

The 1988 Frcightliner tractor- 
trailor, driven by Ronnie Hicks, 25, 
of Garden City, Ga., was moving 
east near Carrsville when it swerved 
into thb west-bound land and over- 
turned, dumping a load of lumber 
onto the road, said Trooper C.W. 
White. 

White said that a 1986 Isuzu 
pick-up driven by Phillip Ruben, 
34, of Virginia Beach, was west- 
bound on the road and was struck 
by either the lumber coming off the 
truck or the truck itself. 

"I couldn't tell, Hicks couldn't 
tell and Troopw Jackson, who was 
also on the scene, couldn't tcl!," 

said White. 

* Thff Isuzu went off the road and 



into the ditch, Ruben was trapped 
in the cab for almost an hour after 
the 11:50 a.m. accident while res- 
cue workers from Franklin, 
Carrsville and Holland worked to 
free him. 

The. workers used the "Jaws of 
Life" to free Ruben. 

Ruben was taken to Southamp- 
ton Memorial Hospital by the 
Franklin Rescue Squad, and later 
taken to Norfolk General Hospital 
by Nightingale. 

White said that Ruben had mul- 
tiple fractures of his legs. 

The tractor-trailor was enroute 
{torn Union Camp to a destination 
on the Eastern Shore with the lum- 
ber. The uactor-trailor belonged to 
Builders Transport, of Camden, 
S.C. 

The accident is still under inves- 
tigation. 

Ruben was repoted Tuesday af- 
ternoon in stable condition. 
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The 1 1th annual Shakespeare By- 
The Sea Festival will be held at the 
Pavilion Theatre this week through 
August 11. 

The festival is expecting over 
20,000 people to attend productions 
of Kiss Me Kate, Romeo and Juliet 
and Edmund Ironside, which is cur- 
rently being delated as being the 
lost manuscript of William Shake- 
speare, according to Marian Boyer, 
assistant director of the Shakespeare 
Festival. 

The Shakespeare-By The Sea 
Festival Foundation, a non-profit 
organization, and the city of Vir- 
ginia Beach are sponsoring the fes- 
tival. An average Shakespearean 
production costs the foundation and 
the city $50,000. Musicals are 
more expensive to produce than 
tragedies, said Boyo". 

Guest celelmties will be featured 
in each performance They include 
nationally renowned opera singer 
Cliff Williams, regional actor 
Robert Albertas and Carol Paulsen, 
who will star in Kiss Me Kale. 
Most of the Shakespearean players 
in the festival are local profession- 
als, said Boyer. 
ITm Me x:<ue, directed by James 

Nicooa, will be presented on July 
7, 15, 17, 20, 23, 28, 31 and Au- 
gust 3, 6, 7, 9, and 11. The musi- 
cal director is Carl Gilmer, Boyer 
said. 



The romantic tragedy classic 
Romeo and Juliet, also directed by 
James Nicooa, will be pCTformed on 
July 8. 13, 16, 21, 24, 26. 29 and 
August 2, 5, 7 and 10. 

Edmund Ironside, which was di- 
rected by Festival Director Henry 
dcShilelds, will be fwesented as the 
American premiere perfomumce on 
Wednesday, July 6 at 8 p.m. The 
following show dates are July 10, 
12, 14, 19, 22, 27, 30 and August 
4. 

All weekday and Saturday per- 
formances begin at 8:30 p.m.; all 
Sunday matinees are at 3 p.m. A 
season ticket, which includes one

•'They call me Lu," said Hou 
Yu-Lu, before I attempted to 
pronounce his name. Lu is an 
urban planner from the Peoples 
RepubUc of China, and "they" 
are his new friends in the city of 
Virginia Beach Planning Depart- 
ment. Their relationship is no 
longer a world apart. 

In 1984, Jim DeBellis, director 
of the city's Department of 
Economic Development, 
travelled to China to initiate 
trade relations. Lu met DeBellis 
and expressed his desire to visit 
America. In 1985, the dty ap- 
proved a one-year internship and 
the Chinese government agreed 
to participate in the program. 

With a bachelor's d^ree in 
Urban Development and several 
years of experience in the fWd, 



Lu only needed to learn one more 
thing — the English language. 
After a ten-month crash course, 
he passed the international 
English proficiency exam. He 
then packed his belongings and 
arrived in Virginia Beach on 
April 18, 1988. 

"Learning English is very 
hard," Lu said with slight em- 
barrassment. His words and 
meanings, however, are usually 
correct. If a language obstacle 
arises, his Chinese/English dic- 
tionary is always at hand. 

"He is very bright and his 
professional skills arc very 
poUshed," said David Sullivan, 
planning supervisor and service 
coordinator. "He piclced up on 
all our maps; there's no language 
barrier there." 

Lu's passion for reading and 
learning is reflected by the sUck 
of magazines piled on his desk. 
While Lu reads, he spells out un- 



familiar words on a notebook 
£lnd looks them up later. 

"I'm very interested in 
sociology and psychology of both 
cultures," he said, "but reading 
about it is hard." 

Lu explains his broad interests 
are the result of his various oc- 
cui»tional duties as urban plan- 
ner with an agency under the 
supervision of the Chinese gover- 
nment. With a smile, Lu reminds 
me that everyone in China works 
for the government. 

"There are fewer professionals 
there," he said. "Here, so many 
differoit professionals work in 
diff sent areas." 

His Virginia Beach internship 
involves rewwing two major city 
divisions and assisting with 
pubUc works and utilities projec- 
ts. 

"I Imve only begun td learn 
and my stay is so short," Lu said. 



The city of Virginia Beach has 
only begun to learn as well. Lu 
receives and answers numerous 
inquiries about Chinese methods 
of city planning and operations. 



"He is very bright and 
his professional skills are 
very polished " said 
David Sullivan. 

Lu has discovered his inter- 
nship has made him an am- 
bassador-of-sort, promoting a 
better understanding between 
countries. He hopes that his 
career will provide another op- 
portunity for him to visit 
America. But for now, he has a 
simple message for all of his new 
friends in the city of Virginia 
Beach: "Thank you!"

"The last time," council ran 
through 39 ballots for vice mayor 
befcHe Ward pulled his name from 
consideration. 

In Virginia Beach, Councilman 
Robert V. Fentress was elected vice 
mayor by a 9-2 vote with council- 
men John L. Perry and Albert 
Balko voting for Balko. The past 
three mayoral elections were not 
only close, but bitterly fought, in- 
terruiMed by executive sessions and 
si»inkled with walkouts. Since her 
first election in 1976 as the first 
woman council member in Virginia 
Beach, Obemdorf, always a big fa- 
vorite of the electorate, was defi- 
nitely the council underdog. 

No longer! 

Rabbi Israel Bomstein, of B'nai 
Israel Congregation who delivered 
the invocation, and the election of 
Obemdorf as the City's first woman 
mayor show that "political savvy 
and ability for leadership are what 
C(Mmts, not gender." 

Also worn in by Curtis G. 
Fruit, clerk of Virginia Beach Cir- 
cuit Court, were William E. Sies- 
som Jr., a newcomer, and re-elected 
incumbents John A. Baum, Reba 
McClaram and Fentress. 

I^scUla Jennings, deputy cleik 
of Chesapeake Circuit Court, swore 
in the mayor and newly elected 
council members Lionel Spruill and 
R. G. "Buddy" Bagley, and the re- 
elected Bazemcxe. 

Outgoing Mayor Sidney M. 
Oman, who served three terms as 
maya" and uxA part in the cere- 
mmies said of the mayor's job, 
"sometimes it's a lonely job, but 
its' rewarding." He said that with 
the public election of mayws the 
antterity is not changed.

Letters To The rCapitalist) Editor

ROANOKE - The lady called and 
asked for something I wasn't pre- 
pared to grant: the opportunity to 
write a letter to the editor for 
publication without using her 
name. Her distress was genuine and 
her questions deserve answers. 
There are answers, but they're not 
soothing ones and I don't feel com- 
fortable advancing them. 

The caller's husband works for 
Norfolk Southern. She didn't want 
to be identified because who knows 
what effect that might have on her 
husband's employment or working 
condidons. 

But: How, she asks, can the rail- 
road be so heartless as to bring to 
the top a chief executive officer 
who enters his duties with a 
promise to put people out of jobs? 
How can he bear to lay off or offer 
modest "buyouts" to people who 
I lave devoted a lifetime of hard work 
to the company? And why pick on 
the woridng people? 

Why not lay off some of those 
executives who spend their days 
pushing pencils, drinking coffee and 
drawing salaries that dwarf the pay- 
checks of the people who arc main- 
taining the tracks and the equip- 
ment? Why do the interests of rich 
and greedy stockholders have to 
come ahead of the interests of the 
employees whose sweat has lubri- 
cated the machinery that made the 
raSroad successful? 

The quick answer is: "That's how 
capitalism works." I didn't say that 
to her, because the moment didn't 
seem right. The answer sounds 
brutal to one who stands in the 
shade of capitalism's dark side. But 
that's how you answer her. 

In a capitalistic system, I wanted 
to tell her, the object of an enter- 
prise is to produce a superior prod- 
uct or service in the most efficient 
way possible so it can be sold at a 
profit in a competitive marketplace. 



a you're In Uic carpentry busi- 
ness, you don't hire one p^son to 
hold the nail and another to wield 
the hammer, if one person can do 

both jobs. If you do, your 
competition will build the table 
with half your labor cost and will 
clobber you in the marketplace. 

If you're in the transportation 
business, you don't hire three peo- 
ple to do what two peq}lc can do. If 
you do, somebody else will be 
hauling the cargo at a lower rate and 
you'll go out of business. 

If you're an investor, you put 
your money into a business that 
you expect will pay you a reason- 
able return on your invesunent. If 
you don't get that return, you put 
your money somewhere else, and if 
enough other investors do the same, 
the business will be unable to raise 
capital to remain competitive, and 
it will go under. 

If this is greed, then it's greed 
that keeps free enterprise in busi- 
ness. There is another system, I 
could have told her, that operates on 
an entirely different principle. 

The purpose of an enterprise in 
this system is not to produce a su- 
perior product at a competitive 
price, but to provide jobs for work- 
ing people. That system is com- 
munism, and I have seen firsthand 
some of the results of this benevo- 
lent practice. 

I met a young woman in East 
Germany who had a good job, but 
he couldn't find diocs for his teen- 
age son or sufficient meat, cofiee 
and butter to provide pleasant meals 
for his family. 

The Poles arc in dire straits today 
because their government squan- 
dered borrowed capital without in- 
creasing the quality of Polish prod- 
ucts or the efficiency of Polish 
workers. The objective was to 
guarantee everybody a job; but a 
job is meaningless if it doesn't al- 
low you to buy meat, butter and 
shoes. 



I met a respected academic in 
Soviet Russia whose shoes were 
ready to fall apart because the non- 
competitive Soviet system provides 
neither the quality nor the quantity 
of consumer goods to keep the 
people happy and comfortable. 

I met many a cultured, educated 
person in mainland China who had 

a good job but who could not own 
an automatic automobile, could ill 
afford a cap, and had litUe hope of 
moving to another job if the current 
one proved unsatisfactory. 

But the rigors of communism are 
not the only alternative to the 
rough edges of free cnteiprise. 

The railroad industry is not the 
only one facing major adjustments 
because of changing market condi- 
tions. Manufacturing in America is 
taking a beating from low-wage 
foreign competition (the capitalistic 
system on a global basis). 

Americans, it appears, are going 
to t)9vc to sell their labor cheaper or 
look for new ways of making a 
living. 

But low-wage' competition isn't 
the only problem. Wc once as- 
sumed that when we designed 
robots to do all our work, we'd be 
free to pursue leisure activities. But 
when robots build houses, they 
render carpenters obsolete, and the 
number of people who make robots 
doesn't equal the number of caipcn- 
ters they put out of work. An out- 
of-work carpenter is ill suited to 
enjoy his leisure. 

As human hands become surplus 
equipment in the industrial world, 
we need to think of ways to keep 
them pnxluctively employed. The 
communist answer would be to let 
three people do the work formerly 
performed by two. 

The capitalist answer would be to 
find new ways for the extra hands to 
benefit the economy.

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De-feuding 
Hatfields 
And McCoys

Things are much clearer when 
they aren't clouded by the tniih. 

Take the "fuedin', fussin', and 
fightin"* always associated with the 
Hatfields and the McCoys. 

The popular version of that story 
is that Hatfield and the McCoy 
clans across the creek from each 
other, one in Kentucky and the 
other in West Virginia, have been 
ambushing one another ever since 
Asa Hannon McCoy was shot the 
day he came back from the Unioif 
army in 1865. Things got roughest, 
the story goes, when die Hatfields 
nllied round ''Devil Anse" Hatfield 
and the McCoys around "Old 
Raner McCoy, and when the 
young lovers Johnse Hatfield and 
Roseanna McCoy were forced apart 
in a mountain re-play of Romeo 
and Juliet and pre-play of Frankie 
and Johnny. 

There's something peaceful and 
comforting about having such a vi- 
olent mountaineer stereotype. Al- 
tina L. Waller had had the gall to 
disturb that peace by poking around 
in courthouses and family bibles to 
show us that the tale is just a tale. 
Feud: Hatfields, McCoys, and So- 
cial Change in Appalachta, 1960- 
1900 (University of North Carolina 
Press. 1988) upsets a lot of legend 
iQiplecafts. 

For one thing, Waller shows that 
the feud didn't divide neatly between 
the Hatfield and McCoy families. 
More Hatfield and McCoys stayed 
out of the freud altogether than ever 
got into it. Even worse, among the 
minority who did, there were Hat- 
fields on the McCoy side and Mc- 
Coys on the Hatfield side, which 
really confuses things. 

Furthermore, Waller shows the 
fight had less to do with kinship 
tics to family than it did with eco- 
nomic ties. The Hatfield group were 
mosUy tied together by working in 
the new logging industry, while the 
McCoy group shared older-style 
farmjpj, tied together by 
sharecropping and land-inheritances. 

The old way of life was changing 
and the independent but poor farmer 

was faced with die uppity airs of 
neighbors "getting rich" off timber 
(and later off railroads, coal, and 
stores). The real fight was between 
old and new ways of life, between 
people used to income of a few 
dollars a year and others with new- 
found income of as much as $300. 

Even more surprising. Waller 
shows that most fighting took 
place in the courts and not in the 
hills. In fact, for a region often 
portrayed as lawless and violent. 
Appalachia probably has beoi the 
most law abiding secUon of the 
country. 

Folks there have sued one an- 
oUier for looking cross-eyed. Any- 
thing-trespassing, poaching, under- 
paying, libeling-was cause to go to 
court. Courtdays were Uie great get- 
together social occasions of the 
mountains and in a section with 
Ume on its hands, there was always 
Ume to go to court. (Probably the 
word "courting" comes from boy 
meeUng girl on courtdays.) 

If fewer Hatfields and McCoys 
shot each other fewer times and 
over fewer years than we have al- 
ways believed, the other side of the 
picture is that they fought in court 
much more than we could have 
imagined. If reliance on the law is a 
maik of civil America, it is ironic 
that die "uncivilized" Appalachians 
relied much more upon it than do 
modem civilized cityndwellers. 

"Cap" Hatfield is a symbol of the 
change. Wounded in the feuding 
years, he became a fugitive from 
the law, but later enrolled in a law 
school in Tennessee to be prepared 
better to defend himself. One of his 
cousins, strong on law, became a 
famous governor of WestTirginia. 

By die 1920's sides Ixiing chosen 
had lltUe at all to do with the feud- 
lines. People were divided Into 
management and labor, and a^in 
into pro-union and anti-union 
camps. There was more violence in 
the coal-boom days of the 20ih 
ccnuiry dian in the post-wv days of 
Uiol9ih. 

• Waller's research is thorough and 
good to have, but sort of sad to 
read. Legends mtd folk heroes lite 

the Hatfields and McCoys some- 
times arc like moonshine likkcr- 
they make things seem clearer and 

prettier. Learning to enjoy illusions 
but at die same time insisting upon 

knowing the mnh complicates liv- 
ing a lot. 
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Beach schools expect 112,000 students by 1997

Virginia Beach Schools expect to 
have nearly 112,00 students by 
1997. 

Next year's enrollment is ex- 
pected to be 67,524. 

The building program necessary 
to house the nearly doubled school 
population and renovate existing 
schools is estimated to cost $252 
million over the next 10 years. 

Both figures are staggering and 
will require study and acclamation 
by our elected and appointed offi- 
cials. The tragic fact is that this 
capital improvements plan does 
nothing to lower the class size ra- 
tios in Virginia Beach which are 
currently the highest in the state. 



Salem Junior High and Salem 
Elementary Schools are already un- 
der construction and will open next 
fall. Salem High School and four 
other elementary schools are sched- 
uled to open in the next two years. 
More schools will have to be added 
in those parts of the city that being 
developed. 

Renovations/additions are needed 
in many of the current schools in 
the city to start bringing teachers 
"out of the closet" and "off the 
wagon." The closets in these cases 
are stwage and custodial spaces that 
are being used as class rooms. Go- 
ing off the wagon refers to teachers 
(usually art or music) who can be 
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assigned a room instead wandering 
like nomads throughout the day 
from room to room and taking their 
extensive materials and supplies 
with them on carts. 

The school board and administra- 
tive staff working with city leaders 
are becoming more adept at plan- 
ning for the future. The CIP plan 
includes funds to purchase school 
sites ahead of time based upon 
growth patterns. If this concept is 
ultimately approved by city coun- 
cil, the taxpayers stand to save a 
great deal of money. It makes sense 
to buy the property now while large 
enough tracts are still available. 
When the city waits until the last 
minute, owners of large tracts know 
that the city has few or no options 
and can bargain top dollar for their 
>^land. 

Maybe it is this smart move and 
insight on the part of these planners 
and leaders that makes die class size 
situation so depressing. Here are 
facts that we know: 

1. Virginia Beach schools are 
overcrowded with over 200 porta- 
bles now in use. 

2. Our class size ratios are the 
highest in the state. 

3. The demographics of our 
growing population is changing. 
The fastest growing segment of our 
growing population ijpoorer fami- 
lies with lower levels of education. 

4. School systems often like to 
take credit for high test scores, but

VA Landmarks Register 



The Virginia Historic Lan- 
dmarks Board meeting in Rich- 
mond has added the de Witt Cot- 
tage at 1 106 Atlantic Avenue to 
the Virginia Landmarks Register. 

The Queen Anne house built in 
1895 is the sole surviving example 
of the type of oceanfront 
dwelling constructed in Virginia 
Beach during its first period of 
development between its foun- 
ding in 1883 and its incorporation 
in 1906, according to a Historic 
Landmarks Division press 
release. 

Resort development as one of 
the events during the late 19th 
and early 20th centuries has made 
a significant contribution to the 
broad pattern of our history, the 
release added. 

The cottage is architecturally 
significant because it continues to 
function as a single family 



dwelling and still possesses its in- 
tegrity of location, design, and 
workmanship. It stands in sharp 
contrast to other oceanfront 
property in the original area of 
Virginia Beach which has un- 
dergone high density develop- 
ment, the release stated. 

All properties enrolled in the 
Virginia Landmarks Register are 
nominated to the National 
Register of Historic Places, main- 
tained by the National Park Ser- 
vice of the U.S. Department of 
the Interior, the release stated. 

Listing on the state and 
national registers places no legal 
restrictions on an owner's use of 
the property, nor does it imply 
any architectural controls. 
Restrictions such as historic 
district zoning can only be im- 
posed by local governing bodies, 
the release added.

Qow to be safe on the street 

Most street criminals, like 
burglars, are OPPORTUNISTS 
and in thdr own way sensible. 
Occasionally, we can avoid 
triggering a desire in the 
criminal by not flashing large 
sums of money or other 
valuables. We can grtetly in- 
crease the possiblility of arrest 
should we be victimized by get- 
' ting an accurate description. 
Most often, however, we can 
remove the opportunity of 
becoming a victim, by simply 
being awajymd aiert. 

The strm crimes that we are 
most frequently subjected to, 
fall into three major cat^ories 
of concern. They are: 

•Purse snatching 

•Strong-arm Robbery 
(muggings) 

•Hold-ups 
Parse Snatchiag 

This is a category of crime in 
which older persons are par- 
ticularly vulnerable, therefore it 
is especially wise to know how 
to minimize the opportunity. 

l)The best way to avoid purse 
snatching, is not to carry a pur- 
se, if at all possible. (This may 
not be as impractical as it might 
first appear. 

2)If you must carry a purse, 
do not dangle it by your side in 
a way that a thief can simply 
run by and grab it. Carry it 
close to your body, preferably 
in front. 

3)When shopping do not 
tempt this type of criminal by 
leaving your purse on a counter 
or in a shopping cart unatten- 



4)Remain aleri, and aware at 
all times. Use your conunon 
sense. 

S)Do not attempt to mist or 
flght with a purse snatcher, 
your're likely to get mjured in 
the process. Sit down, it could 
help!! 
Stn»B|-ann Robbery (mi^giag) 

This is robbery by the use of 
force and intimidation... 
HOLD-UP 

This is when someone takes 
something from you by 
threatening you with physical 
force or a weapon, usually a 
gun or knife. 

I)Carry as little money as 
possible. 

2)Do not resist. Do what 
your are told and give the rob- 
ber what he asks for. 

3)Never try to fight him 
unless he attacks you 
physically. Fight only as a last 
recourse. 

Your eyes are your best 
defense. Try to remain calm 
and alert as possible. What you 
observe will be very important 
to the police later. 

Try to remember enough 
about the robber to give the 
police something to work with. 
One technique that may help 
keep your head clear is to try 
and pick out one or two really 
good points of identification. 
A facial scar or prominent 
feature is more important to 
note than the color suit h< 
wore. Look for a distinctive tat 
too or physical deformity in 
stead of the fact that he had a 
hat on. However, if you seem to 
be memorizing his face, it may 




give him unpleasant ideas. 
AlwaySr your primary objective 
is to preserve your personal 
safety. 

If you can give the police i 
decent description, they may be 
able to identify the man. Many 
street criminals are habitual of- 
fenders with records. 

Rape — A Crime of Great 
Coaoan for Women 

This is the most serious, 
frightening and violent of all 
crimes against women. Victims 
find the experience painful, 
debasing, and emotionally 
dirtrubing. 

Be aware and alert at all 
tioMS. Think! Don't panic!! 
Keep your head!!! 

l)Avoid walking alone, as 
much as possible. Remember 
there is safety in numbers. 

2)Avoid poorly-lit streets, 
unpopulated areas, alleys, 
vacant lots and buildings. 

3)Never hitchhike and never 
accept a ride from any type of 
stranger. 

4)Carry a whistle! Blow the 
whistle on crimes. But remem- 
ber, if you do, carry it where it 
can be used immediately. 

5) Schedule shopping and 
other errands for day time 
hours, as often as possible. 

6)If you are walking and a 
vehicle is following you, reverse 
directions or cross the street. 

7)If someone acts 
uspiciously, looks at you 
losely, or follows you... head 
for bright lights and people. 

8)Always plan your route and 
stay alot to your surroundings.

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How to be Safe in Yoor.Car 

1) Always keep your car doors 
locked when driving, and win- 
dows rolled up far enough to 
keep anyone from reaching in- 
side. At stop signs and lights, 
keep the car in gear and keep 
alert. This advice goes double at 
nfght. 

2)If another car follows 
closely or tries to force you 
over, or if you are being 
threatoied by someone on foot, 
drive off and blow your horn. 
Blow it in quick blasts or in an 
"SOS" pattern... they're more 
attention-getting than leaning 
on the horn. Don't be afraid to 
puU into a gas station or police 
station blowing your horn like 
crazy. It may be embarrassing, 
but you'll be safe. Don't drive 
home, you will only be telling 
the follower where you 
live. . .and he could come back. 

3)Travel well-lit and busy 
streets, even if it takes a few 
minutes mor^ to get home. 
You're much less likely to run 
inta trouble of criminal nature. 
Plan your route to avoid high 
crime areas. Your peace of 
mind is well worth the small 
forethought it takes to do this 
and have an enjoyable 
trip. . .expecially at night. 

4)Don't leave your purse on 
the seat beside you when 
driving. Place in on the floor. 
And don't leave bundles or 
bags or any other tempting ar- 
ticles in plain sight in a locked 
car. Lock them in the trunk. 

5)Never leave 'your car 
without locking it even for a 
few minutes. At night, park 
only in a well-lit spot near 
enough to your destination for 
safety. Look around before 
leaving the car. If anything 
looks suspicious, wait, or 
move. When returning to your 
parked car, night or day, circle 
it to check the front seat,<^ack 
seat, floor, and trunk before 
entering... to assure that no one 
is hiding in the car. 

6)When you arrive home. 



keep the headlights on until 
you have the car in the garage 
and the house unlocked. A 
remote control garage-door 
opener can be worth the money 
it costs to install. It allows you 
to stay safely in your locked 
garage. The garage light comes 
on as the door opens and stays 
on until you've had time to get 
in the house. 

7)Never pick up a hit- 
chhicker-even if it's Christmas 
Eve, there's a taxi strike, or the 
hitchhiker is in uniform. It's a 
shame, but the odds are against 
its ever b^n a good idea, for 
men or women. Keep in mind 
that some police check of hit- 
chhikers have shown that a high 
percentage of them have 
criminal records. 

8)If your car should break 
down and your're not within 
seeing distance or earshot o^ 
safe assistance, these are 
reconunended steps, especially 
at night or in an isolated area: 

Get off the road far enough 
that you won't be hit by an on- 
coming car, even if it means 
driving on a flat tire. Turn on 
your emergency flasher system, 
raise the hood, and, if possible, 
tie a handkerchief to the aerial 
or door. If you are on a tur- 
npike, freeway, or throughway 
uid there is a police or roadside 
callbox nearby, use it. Other- 
wise, get back in you car, lock 
the doors, and wait for help. If 
a motorist stops, send him for 
help. Don't get out of your car 
to discuss the problem and 
don't accept a ride to the 
nearest gast station or police 
station with a stranger. Really 
helpful people will be happy to 
send a police or highway patrol 
officer to your aid. A final 
word... if you happen to see 
what looks like a stalled car, 
nevery stop to assist! Do call 
the police. They will be happy 
to see what the trouble is. It 
could be a plant for a robbery.

An author of books on 
health and fitness and medical 
editor/columnist for The 
Runner magazine, Sheehan, 
67, competes in running events 
around the world (holding 
many age-group records) and 
has finished the ruggest 
Boston Marathon 21 times. 

His 1984 book for Simon 
and- Shuster, "The Dr. 
Sheehan Book on I^tness," b 
in high demand by health- 
conscious adults of all ages. 

"There has been a drop in 
mortality rates due to heart 
problems," states Sheehan. 
"The pace has been falling 
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since 1968 — about 40 percent 
of that due to the miracles of 
medicine, and 60 percent due 
to change in lifestyle. 

"Tlie change in lifestyle is 
the key — and that means 
exercise and the proper diet." 

The three key points in Dr. 
Sheehan's recommended 
program include: 

•Excrdsc. "Start now to 
walk 30 minutes four times 
each week. It is an achievable 
program." 

This program, according to 
Dr. Sheehan, benefits most all 
of the basic muscle groups, 
causes a limbering of the 
body, brings fresh oxygen into 
the sj^ton and is great for the 
heart. 

You will also find, in the ef- 
fort, a dcaring of the mind 
that will be good for your 
overall mental and physical 
being. 

•Qvlt Snoking. This is a 
must, as smoking is a key to 
both heart disease and cancer. 

"If you have trouble quit- 
ting," states Sheehan, "take a 
walk even more often. Your 
new sense of how good you are 

starting to feel can be a 
positive catalyst to quitting. 

I have seen this happen 
again and again, that by 
taking ttte first step toward 
positive health through even 
the simplest of exercises like 
walking, you will find it easier 
to quit smoking completely." 

The doctor's statements 
were emphatic on the point, 
and he related a series of 
examples where even smokers 
who had led sedentary lives 
had reversed themselves into 
positive and even more 
productive lives. 

•Lower Yonr Cholesterol 
CoiMt. Get to yova doctor and 
ask him for a test of your 
cholesterol count. Tell the 
doctor you want to know the 
actual count and not just his 
impression of the count 
relative to your conditicm. 

"If the count is above 220, 
get a copy of the American 
Health Association Diet to 
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lower your cholesterol count 
right way. Some practitioners, 
basing their opinion on older 
research, will accept 
cholesterol counts even up to 
263 before being concerned — 
and this is wrong, based on 
everything we know today. ' ' 

A change in lifestyle for a 
healthier heart and longer life 
is encompassed in three easy 
steps presented by Sheehan. 

"But," he was asked, 
"can't yn expect our bodies 
just to fall apart or slow down 
with age;" The "no" was em- 
phatic fr(Hn the expert. 

"If we accept our optimum 
physical age at 28, then our 
loss in physical alHlity is only 5 
percoit at age 40 and o^y 13 
percoit at age 60-plus. Aging 
and negative assumptions of 



aging are myths. 

"As older adults we con- 
tinue to have most all of the 
physical and mental abilities 
we have had in younger years. 

"At our age ■— whatever 
that age is — our ability and 
performance are determined 
by our own expectations. What 
do you expect from the next 16 
hours when you rise from bed 
in the morning? If you're ac- 
tive and fit, you can approach 
each day with plans and expec- 
tations — and you can grow 
with those achievements. 

"Get up and get away from 
the TV tube. No one ever got 
better at watching TV. No one 
got better than a S-year-old in 
doing that," emphasized 
Sheehan. 

The rate of deaths due to 



heart problems can be cut by 
half, asserts Sheehan, all tied 
by positive changes in lifestyle. 

"As older adults," Sheehan 
concluded, "we're not special. 
We just need to realize that we 
owe ourselves more in living 
each day and for the years to 
come. 

"Our human bodies 
respond well if we put them, 
and keep them on the right, 
healthful course."

Eligibility guidelines 
for educational help 



The following are guidelines 
for eligibility for tuition 
assistance for senior citizens at 
Tidewater Community College 
under the Senior Citizens 
Higher Education Act of 1984 
as amended 1976. 

A. To be eligible for free 
tuition and fees for credit cour- 
ses, part-time or full-time, a 
person must meet the following 
criteria: 

1) Be 60 years of age or older. 

2) Be a legal resident of 
Virginia. 

3) Had a taxable income not 
exceeding $7500 for Federal in- 
come tax purposes for the year 
preceding the year in which 



enrollment is sought. 

4) Be admitted to the College 
as a student. 

B. To be eligible for* free 
tuition for audit of credit cour- 
ses or for taking noncredit 
courses (not to exceed three 
courses per quarter) a person 
must meet the following

1) Be 60 years of age or older. 

2) Be a legal resident of 
Virginia.

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Council denies rezoning for Linkhorn Park

Seeing no more reason to 
change the zoning of property in 
Linlchom Park than it had on 
four previous occasions, city 
council Monday denied two 
rezoning applications. The 
changes would 'have permitted 
the construction of 36 multi- 
family units where six single- 



family homes are permitted un- 
der the present zoning. 

NafionaT Beach Corporation 
and George F. and Frances M. 
Phillips had requested rezoning 
from R-40 Residential District to 
A- 12 Apartment District for 2.44 
acres and from R-20 Residential 
to A-12 Apartment for 1,886 
acres at the corner of Pinewood 
and Holly Roads. 



Close to 40 area residents at- 
tended the council session to ob- 
ject to the application, asking 
council to preserve the "only 
place in Virginia Beach that has 
not been raped out of tim- 
berland." 

Said William Jennings, a 
Linkhorn Park resident, "We're 
going to fight this until the cows 
come home." 



He complained that the ap- 
plication for rezoning for the 
property comes up every six mon- 
ths. The last application, for a 
change to 0-1 office, was with- 
drawn August 24, 1987 at the 
request of the applicant . 

Jennings said that if council 
allows the land to be rezoned, the 
door will be opened for another 
property in the area. He said that 



homes in Linkhorn Park are on 
1 Vi to 1 ^/^-acre sites and that it is 
the "only place in Virginia Beach 
not raped out of timberland." 

Gale Goss, of 502 W. Holly 
Road said that the neighbors 
would accept six or eight homes 
buffered with woods, but that the 
quality of the area should be 
protected. 

Jennings talked about the 



destruction of trees for construc- 
tion of houses and the resulting 
"greenhouse effect." He said 
that he did not know whether the 
point of no return has been 
passed. 

A request for a deferral by 

National Beach attorney, Moody 

Stallings, was defeated by an 8-2 

vote with only Virginia Beach

A hard but valuable lesson in 
discipline

This week's Sun Article was 
written by VBEA's Vice- 
President, Cheryll Tokac. 

It took a minor indiscretion by 
my ten year-old cat Keesha to 
teach me a valuable lesson about 
children, their parents, and 
discipline. Yes, discipline. 

My cats had spent the majority 
of the last six months adjusting to 
a new h(»ne and neighborhood. 
Soipe variance in their behavior 
could be expected but obviously 
not tolerated. Like many people, 
I had tried just about eveiTthing 
that I could think of to curb the 
und^irable behaviors. Finally, 
out of desperation, I turned to an 
expert. 

What she suggested was not 
unreasonable; total isolation of 
the animals for several days. This 
would establish in their minds 
exactly what would be tolerated 
and what would not. To my sur- 
prise, I found myself disagreeing 
with the vet and saying that 
maybe that I had considered a 
terrible problem, was not really a 
problem after all. 

Reluctantly, I followed her ad- 
vice and put my cats in my small 
laundry room for what was to be 
three horrible days. Whenever I 
would go into the room to feed 
them or to "visit," the looks on 
their faces was translated to me 
as sheer depression. I was ready 
at that point to just give up and 
let them out. But on the advice of 
the vet, I continued. 

What I learned was quite sim- 
ple. I suddenly had the feeling 
that I am sure many parents have 
when educators and "experts" in 
child behavior give out all sorts 
of advice on how to discipline 
children in order to help them 
learn to curb their undesirable 
behavior. The parents feel the 



child's pain and anguish and then 
somehow feel that they are the 
ones at fault, that they are the 
ones that have caused all the 
problems. Parents do not want 
the children they love to be in- 
convenienced in any way. 

I Anally had to say to myself 
what I have had to say to my 
parents numerous tim« over the 
last several years, "Just hang in 
there, persevere and everything 
will eventually work out. " 

It is unportant to remember 
that the road to building better 
people, people with a strong sen- 
se of commitment to goals and to 
those around them, is not an easy 
one. Sometimes there .has to be 
punishment and sometimes that 
punishment hurts everyone in- 
volved. But we do it because we 
can look ahead and see that the 
future of our children will be bet- 
ter for it. 

Resentment of the "expert" is 
not something new. Whenever I 
sit with parents and make 
suggestions to them about how to 
deal with a certain situation, I 
can often feel their needs to make 
excuses. Perhaps this is just part 
of the process. I have l^uned that 
their anger is not necessarily 
directed at me, but rather at the 
situation whidi has reached a 
crisis point. 

Another lesson I learned was 
perseverance. It was not easy to 
continue with a task that I 
thought unreasonable, but I did. 
So far there has not been a repe<it 
performance. They are happy, I 
am happy, and it has made a 
much healthier situation for this 
household. 

I do understand how difficult it 
is to really discipline children 
especially when someone else, an 
outsider, has had to intervene 



and give advice. But the advice 
was just what I needed. It was 
sound, based upon tried 
methods, and was just plain 
common sense. I probably would 
have liked it better if the vet 
could have given me a quick fix 
for the situation, one which 
would not have caused me such 
perceived inconvenience. 

In my profession, I am often 
faced with families who have 
reached their frustration point 
an(| must (reluctantly) seek out 
the advice of a third party. As a 
professional, it is my respon- 
sibility to offer the best advice 
that I can to each family and of- 
fer whatever support I can in or- 
der to assist them in achieving 
their goal. I know it is not easy 
but I also know that with the 
support that we can provide, the 
problem is not insurmountable. 
Just like the parent that I talked 
to this evening, no quick fixes 
were offered to me. I had to work 
at reaching a successful cdn- 
clusion. 

The issue of discipline is a 
critical one. I have heard that the 
supreme court is considering 
whether minors should receive 
the death penalty for certain 
crimes. We are in a society where 
it seems that each of us is respon- 
sible for the other. If we do not 
b^n to discipline our children, 
someone at some time will do it 
for us. We are fortunate to live in 
an area that has many services 
available to assist families that 
have reached the crisis point. 
Your local school has 

psychologists, visiting teachers, 
and social workers who can help 

provide some insights and ideas 
to family problems.

With ^ the new toxic chemicals 
being produced daily, the firefight- 
ers' air tanks and masks are being 
utilized during evoy incident where 
smoke is showing. Automobile fires 
are a ^xxl exami^ with the high 
amount of plastics used in the manu- 
facturing i»ocess, the smoke that is 
put off from the vehicle is very toxic 
to die firefi^tos. 

Dump^»- fffes ~ who knows what 
is burning inside oat of those? 



The tuefight^s mask is a vital 
piece of equipment that has come a 
long way. It was in 182S when the 
Aldini apparatus was introduced. 
The apparatus consisted dl a thick 
mask of asbestos surrounded by 
woven iron wire and slits for the eyes, 
nose and mouth. The coding effect 
of the iron mesh gave some imMec- 
tion from the heat, but the made gave 
little or no protection ficrni the gas 
and smoke. 

In the 18808 came the first self- 
contained cyclinda-type apparatus 
which led into the type used today. 
Firefighters place this air tank on 
their backs wtufe going to the inci- 
dent When they arrive, all they do is 
cutitonandtheairintheli^t-weaght 
tank is good for ajf^ximatdy 25 
minutes. 

As you can see by now , firefighters 
are very concerned with im){ecting 
their lungs from UKcic smoke and that 
is why the flr^ghtos evacuate 



pcapXt from an area that has a dan- 
gerous atmosphere. Fbr example, 
when a truck flips over on the high- 
way and has a cai^o of dangerous 
chemicals. 

When firefighters doiqij^oach you 
and ask you to leave, do as thuy ask 
andnwveqmckly; itmaybefifomthe 
building you work ot bom the gro- 
cery stcxe where you shop. You may 
even have to take a detour on the very 
same road you travel everyday. 

During the hurricane season, 
whkh we are currently in, you may 
ber asked to evacuate from low- 
lying areas such as Sandbridge and 
the North End of the Beach. When 
a^ced to evacuate these areas, li^n 
to die emergency crews and report to 
a shelter undl die storm has passed. 

Please evacuate any areas when 
die firefighter ask you to do so. Itis 
for your own safety.

In 1945, at the war's end, Fahey 
was transferred to the regular 
Navy £uid was sent to Brown Uni- 
versity to receive an education r 
comparable to the Naval Acad- 
emy.

In 1959. Fahey was an advisor to 
the White House for chairman 
N.S. Khrushchev's visit with 
President Dwight Eisenhower. 
His language Proficiency in Rus- 
sian was utilized in several other 
operational duties, including a 
two-year tour with the Soviet 
Army in East Beriin as an Ameri- 
can Liaison Officer, where he re- 
ceived the Army Commendation 
Medal from the Secretary of the 
Army for his meritorious service. 

"The great challenges and being 
involved in differ^t intelligence 
and training assignments is what I 
enjoyed most about my Naval ca- 
reer," said Fahey. "Being separted 
from my family is the only diing I 
dislike about the Navy." 

Fahey was stationed in Norfolk 
in the '40s and '50s, but it wasn't 
until 1 962 that he bought a house in 
Lynnhaven. He retired as a com- 
mando- in 1963, after 20 years in 
the Navy. He decided to take up 
teaching because he enjoyed his 
instrucdng experience during his 
Navy years. His first teaching job 
was in I%3 at Frank W. Cox High 
School. Then he taught at the 
Norfolk Academy from 1964 to 



1966. 

"I received my Master's in Edu- 
cation from the College of William 
and Mary in 1966, and began my 
teaching career at ODU that same 
year," said Fahey. 

Professor Fahey has a great pas- 
sion for teaching and considers his 
greatest accomplishment "being a 
good teacher." 

"I enjoyed every single class -- 
everyday," said Fahey passion- 
ately. "My favorite day was Mon- 
day when classes started." 

His excellent Russian instruc- 
tion at ODU has been recognized 
by several awards: the 1974 Delta 
Phi Omega Distinguished Faculty 
award; the 1975 Outstanding Edu- 
cator of America Award; the 1980 
Robert L. Stem Award for Out- 
standing Teacher in the School of 
Arts and Letter, and the 1982 Alan 
Rufus Tonelson Distinguished 
Faculty Award. In the early '70s, 
President Gerald Ford added 
Fahey to a White House talent 
bank. He is also a member of 
several honor societies: French, 
Slavic and Leadership (Omicrtm 
Delta Kappa Circle), according to 
Fahey. 

"Teaching was the satisfaction 
of seeing my students credit their 
success and independence to the 
language," said Fahey. 

The professor retired from ODU 



this past May to pursue other inter- 
ests he did not have much time for 
while actively teaching. 

"Sure I'm going to. miss it," 
Faheyadmits. "But 111 be involved 
in teaching in my fuUire one way or 
another."

Councilman Robert V. Fentress 
and Bayside Borough Coun- 
cilman John L. Perry voting in 
favor. 

Stallings said he wanted the 
deferral because Councilman 
Harold Heischober was absent. 

The rezonings were defeated by 
a 7-3 vote with Perry, Fentress 
and Baum dissenting. 

Stallings said the property has 
a long history of attempted 
rezonings opposed by the civic 
league. He said the civic league 
wants nothing but the status quo 
— four or five houses. He said 
the applicant proffered a deed 
restriction which would limit the 
units to 36 instead of 46 permit- 
ted by the zoning, and that the 
applicant planned to construct 
units that would sell for $165,000 
to $230,000. He charged that 
derelicts were living on the 
property, that the property was 
an island with natural barriers — 
wetlands, and was "no more in 
Linkhorn Park than Fr^nkie's 
Rib House. Stallings lives in 
Linkhorn Park. 

Denied rezonings were to B-2, 
Business, in July 1977; A-3, 
Apartments, in July 1978; R-9 in 
February, 1979, and A-4 in 
November, 1985. 

The 1979 denial followed a 

court order for reconsideration 

-of a denial, but still the R-9 

rezoning request was denied by a 

vote of 10-1. 

R. J. Nutter, attorney 
representing the residents, said 
that council has consistently 
denied applications for rezoning, 
that no attempt has been made to 
develop the property as it is now 
zoned, and that Linkhorn Park is 
one of the best neighborhoods in 
Virginia Beach. 

Nutter said of the derelicts on 
the property that it was up to the 
owner of the land to correct the 
problem. 

Since the 1979 denial, ad- 
ditional property has been added 
to the parcels. 



Stallings belittled the impor- 
tance of the domino effect, and 
said that the people "don't know 
what they're fighting anymore. 
The only thing that will appease 
the neighborhood is single family 
construction ... I would not 
like to think that Bay Colony and 
Linkhorn Park are the end all, be 
all of Virginia Beach." 

Henley wanted to know the 
difference between the currently 
application and the others that 
have been before council. 

Stallings said that more land 
has been added, that the property 
is a "peninsula surrounded by 
high density and commercial." 

Henley pointed out that the R- 
9 zoning would have permitted 
nine units per acre while the 
current requested rezoning would 
permit 10.3 units an acre. 

Fentress said that the city wan- 
ted to protect the area but that 
the property had a buffer and 
that both the Planning staff and 
Planning Commission recom- 
mended approval. 

Fentress made a motion for 
approval seconded by Perry, but 
Moss made the substitute motion 
for denial. He said that Planning 
Director Robert Scott said that 
the recommendation was a "close 
call" and the issues were 
debatable. Given the fact that the 
issues are debatable, he said, he 
saw not reason to change the 
zoning. 

Henley said that council has 
made no zoning changes in the 
immediate area nor has the city 
made infrastructure im- 
provements. The only more 
favorable feature of the ap- 
plication, she said, is the single 
vehicular ingress/egress on Pine- 
wood Road. She said that the fact 
that the property has been exten- 
ded to the north makes the ap- 
plication worse, not better. 

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan had added to the motion 
the Comprehensive Plan strategy 
section which recommends main- 
taining the stability of distinct 
neighborhoods near the beach.

Obemdorf reported that in- 
formation to council Monday. 
She said she and City Manager 
Aubrey V. Watts Jr. and other 
staff members met with Leafe to 
discuss the city's transportation 
program.

1988 marks 400th anniversary of English 
settlement in Virginia Beach 



FoHiier Virginia Beach Mayor 
Robert G. Jones, at a recent council 
meeting, proclaimed 1988 as the 
4(XXh Anniversary of the first Eng- 
lish settlement in what has become 
the City of Virginia Beach.

• WHEREAS, it was reported by 
the Jamestown Colonists of 1 607 Uiat 
there were men who "dressed as wc 



do" Uving in "stone houses of two 
storeys" within fifty miles of 
Jamestown; and

and first English settlers were killed 
by Powhatan just prior to the arrival 
of the Jamestown Colonists; and

CBD, once a cow pasture, 
now a thriving city center

Twenty-eight years ago, I re- 
member standing on what was then 
400 acres of dairy farmland and 
watching the residents of the land ~ 
a herd of cows - grazing in a 
meadow. Today, that meadow is 
Pembroke Mall, and the old dairy 
farm part of Virginia Beach's thriv- 
ing retail/commercial/residential 
hub. 

When I think about how far the 
Pembroke area and the rest of the 
city have come since then, I can't 
help but remember the pessimists 
who told us our dream of building a 
major shoppmg center, oflice com- 



plexes, apartment buildings and 
single-family homes Uiere would 
never come true. 

They told us we would never get 
the land zoned for our projects; that 
the city would never allow a shop- 
ping center to be built next to a 
high school; that we paid too 
much for the acreage; and that the 
people of what would eventually 
become the city of Virginia Beach 
were just not ready for such a 
grandiose vision. We ignored 
them. For we knew that any time 
someone does something diffo'ent 
and new, there will be those who 
delight in chanting,''It'll never 
work." 

And, as anyone who has ever 
shopped at Pembroke Mall, visited 
an office at One Columbus Center 
or rented an {pulmait in any of the 
many complexes throughout the 
district knows, those people were 
wrong. 

I knew they woe wrong 28 years 
ago. I had faith in my vision of 
what the Pembroke area could be- 
come, faith backed up the facts. It 



was in the center of what we be- 
lieved would be, and what has be- 
come, the center of the region's 
population growth. It had excellent 
access, with Virginia Beach Boule- 
vard in its center, and, a few years 
later, a majcv interstate interchange. 

And there were otho^ who hiul 
faith. Sears Roebuck & Co. agreed 
to lease space in what was them 
going to be a large during cenm. 
When officials at Miller & Rhoads 
heard about our plans, they chose 
the Pembroke site for their new 
store instead of a parcel land they 
had been considering in downtown 
Norfolk. 

At the time, a new concept was 
coming about in the retail world -• 
the air-conditioned, enclosed shop- 
ping mall. I heard about it while 
we were planning Pembroke, 
investigated it, and decided to build 
southeast Virginia's first sh(q)ping 
mall, one of the first 80 in the 
country.

Virginia Beach school system 
builds "professional culture"

Virginia Beach has had a depart- 
ment of curriculum and staff devel- 
opment iox about four years now. It 
is a small department with awe- 
some responsibilities. 

These school leaders are respon- 
sible for helping develop curricu- 
lum tot the school system's 66,000 
students and providing training and 
training opportunities for 3,800 
teachers and 3,000 other school 
employees. One of the biggest 
challenges of the staff development 
department will be to help build a 
professional culture in our school 
system. 

The idea of helping if^ichers be- 
come mcM-e professional is often 
called the second wave of reform in 



the reform movemoit that was pre- 
cipitated by the "Naticmal At Risk" 
report published in 1983. 
Professionalizing teiK:hing has b(«n 
called for in the Carnegie Report, 
the report of the Education Com- 
mission of the States, and the 
Holmes Rqwrt 

Helping teachers become more 
professional is a big challenge be- 
cQuse hardly anyone understands 
what it mcians. yet everybody has 
an idea of what it might mean. Vot 
example. North Carolina recenUy 
put a directive on hold that would 
have required that all new schools 
have desks and storage space for all 
teachers. Additimal cost was the 
reason. Hie initial reason for the 
pr(^x>sed directive was that teachers 
carrying their teaching materials 



from room to room in shopping 
carts seemed demeaning and unpro- 
ductive. 

A^nother part of the directive 
would have made a phone available 
to every 12 teachers. This is one 
important conceptualization of 
professionalizing teaching. f/.ost 
teachers view this type of effort to 
improve working conditions 
(children's learning conditions) and 
salary as long overdue. 

Some educators see a whole dif- 
ferent set of needs that have to be 
met if America is going to 
professionalize teaching. These 
needs deal with the quality of 
teaching and how to take competent 
teachers and provide them the mc-

thriving, exciting mprra for shop- 
pers. Two years ago, Hess' opened 
a new department store there, while 
more recently Cineplex Odeon 
opened with luxury movie theaters. 
One reason for the mall's success is 
the proximity of nearby office 
buildings, many of which were in 
the original master plan Pembroke 
Enterprises designed a quarter of a 
century ago, which provide a steady 
influx of shoppers during lunch 
hours and after regular working 
hours. 

In 1973, when city officials 
zoned SOO acres of land in the 
Pembroke area as the city's Central 
Business District, we knew others 
finally shared our vision. 



From that lime on, everyone be- 
gan calling the district the down- 
town Central Business District. 
Whenever tfiere was a ribbon cut- 
ting or groundbreaking, the mayor 
would talk about the "new growth 
occuring in the Central Business 
District." 

Soon, we began to look at this 
area and think, "Now, what does a 
Central Business District need?" 

Well, it needs high-rise build- 
ings, commercial centers, a way for 
pedestrians to get from one side of 
the main road to the other. It needs 
excellent U-ansportation systems, 
shopping and dining establish- 
ments, cultural centers. 

Two years ago, a group of busi-

become truly gifted teachers. 

We all remember several out- 
standing teachers. There are people 
that believe professionalizing 
teaching will literally increase the 
number of outstanding teachers by 
ten fold. This professionalization 
concept deals with how teachers are 
allowed to develop their teaching 
skills. 

In nearly every school system in 
the country teachers teach in isola- 
tion. Other than an annual perfunc- 
tory observation by a harried ad- 
ministrator, they seldom have the 
opportunity to talk to an adult 
about their performance in the 
classroom. On top of that, few 
systems allow them the op- 
portunity to see master teachers in 
action. In the world of sports we 
have game films. In teaching, the 
classroom is off limits to adults. 

Most staf.es require teachers to 
take two college courses every five 
years. This is time consuming and 
costs the teacher money. The irony 



IS that no one seems to care w. ^t 
the course is. Take what is offered, 
not what you might need. 

Once teachers make it out of 
college, America does not put much 
stock in continued professional de- 
velopment for them. School sys- 
tems and communities do not put 
much money into professional 
development for teachers and what 
money they do spend is often 
wasted because it is not determined 
by the "professionals" it is sup- 
posed to help. 

Another avenue of 
professionalizing teaching is to 
give the teacher autonomy and em- 
powerment to control the profes- 
sion. In many people's minds this 
is a dangerous idea. What if teachers 
do not use their power to help stu- 
dents? There are ways to deal with 
this fear but, to date, decision-mak- 
ers don't trust teachers enough to 
try. 

As a profession, teachers has a 
long way to go but, at least in Vir- 
ginia Beach, we have started the 
process.

The killing of 80-year-old Christie is a severe tragedy. It 
sends a sad and bitter message just how demented and mora- 
less our fellow man can be. 

Hopefully, Christie's killer will be found and justice will be 
carried out and be able to provide some comfort for her family 
during this time of mourning and anguish. ~ J.C.

Ethnic diversity 
challenges school 



In 1986, the national education 
association launched the broadest 
investigation of minority 
education in the United States ever 
undertaken hy America's educators. 
The NEA Executive Committee 
established four distinct ethnic 
minority study groups which were 
char^ with the responsibility of 
studying the educational needs of 
minority children, examining how 
well schools are meeting those 
needs, and determining specific 
steps the members of the National 
Educati(mal Association can take 
to help insure excellence in 
education for minority students. 

The four study groups are 
Asian and ^ciflc Islander, Black, 
American Indian/Alaskan Native, 
Hispanic. These four groups held 
hearings across the United States 
to identify minority concerns 
relating to education. Here are 
some of the flndings of the study 
groups which were released under 
the liUe "...AND JUSTICE FOR 
ALL." 

By the year 2000, one out of 
every three elementary and 
secondary school students in the 
United States will be from an 
ethnic minority family. In 
Califwnia and many other states 
minority youngsters will make up 
the majority of the student 
pc^Milaticm. 

Hispanics are the nations 
fasted growing ethnu group. This 
growth rate is five times that of 
the general population. Though 
60% of Hispanic adults residing 
on the U.S. mainland were from 
outside the continental United 
States, an estimated 80% of 
Hispanic children attending public 
schools were bom in the United 
Stales. 

In I98S. 2.1% of the U.S. 
population was Asian. However, 
it antkipated that between the year 
1980 vid the year 2000. the Asian 
population wUi double. 

Though there are signiflcant 
differences between and among 
these groups, there are also 
common problems shared by 

ethnic mtncMity youth. 

One problem is that the 
education reform movement is 
limiting the ability of schools to 
respond to the needs of some 
ethnic minority children. The 
demands for accountibility by 
many state legislatures are 
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measured in raising Standardized 
test scores not in reducing class 
size or special programs for "at 
risk" youth. These children 
become the problem of local 
school systems. Unfortunately, 
Federal Chapter 1 programs which 
could help bring equal educational 
opportunity only serve 20% of 
eligible students. 

Many parents of many ethnic 
minority students do not 
understand how schools function 
and do not even feel comfortable 
visiting their children's schools. 
Added to this problem is a 
tendency in urban school districts 
for the more experienced teacho^ 
to be assigned to schools serving 
middle class neighborhoods. So 
we have inexperienced teachers 
dealing with parents who are 
frightened by the whole system. 

Also identified were specific 
problems within each group. 

• Conuary to commonly held 
perceptions, Asian and Pacific 
Islander students are experiencing 
identity crisis that may lead 
students to drop out of school or. 
even more uagically to commit 
suicide. 

• There is also a need to 
clarify the literacy differences 
between the first and xcoad waves 
of Asian. Pacific Islander, 
Immignmts, and Refugee. 

• Many Asian and Pacific 
Islander students are pressured to 
seek academic excellence or risk 
"losing face" and family integrity. 

• Many Black students have 
not had access to early academic 
intervention programs and 
consequently become discouraged 
about school, fail to pass difficult 
subjects or participate in 
accelerated programs and drop out 
of school at high rales. 

• Many Blade female students 
in their early teens become 

pregnant and are at risk for 
delivering low birth weight and 



undernourished babies. 

• Fewer Black students are 
applying for and attending college. 

• Recent years have seen a 
turnaround in desegration. More 
Black students attend segregated 
schools today than 6 years ago. 

• Curriculum in Indian 
schools have traditionally offered 
no Indian language, culture, 
history. 

• There is no recognition that 
cultures and land are interrelated. 

• Because Indian reservation 
property is exempt from taxation, 
local systems may leave the 
support of American 
Indian/Alaskan Native education to 
the federal government. 

• The classroom and the 
school system have sometimes 
become a batdeground in which 
the Indian child attempts to protect 
his integrity and identity as an 
individual by defeating the 
purposes of the school. 

• A major impediment 
Hispanic parents face in helping 
their children with school M/oAi b 
their own limited English 
proficiency and lack of education. 

• 40% of Hispanics do not go 
beyond 8th grade compared to 18% 
of all American. 

• The drop out rates for 
Hispanics in some urbm setting 
are horrendous-starting at 50% or 
higher, a loss of half a gen^ation 
or more. 

• Over two-thirds of all 
Hispanics attend schools with 
student bodies that are more than 
50% minority. 

Therefore, as the ethnic 
diversity in the public schools 
increase, so does the challenge to 
teachers and school systems. 
Virginia Beach is attempting to 
meet the challenge as they plan 
curriculums and programs for 
tomorrows youth in a growing 
urban school system.

Day after day, week after week, 
load after load of trash reaches its 
final resting place at Landfill #2 on 
Centerville Turnpike in Virginia 
Beach. By the year 2015, this sani- 
tary disposal site will be a 3S3-acre 
paric known as Mount Trashmore II. 

Over ISOO tons of trash are 
dumped at the landfill each day. In 
order to keep the ground level, the 
dumping site is changed daily. 

The trash isconstantly compressed 
by a 66,000 pound compactor. In the 
meantime, dump trucks bring dirt 
from a borrow pit at the landfill to the 
outer edge of the day's site. After the 
trash is packed down, a bulldozer 
covers it with dirt. This is done ap- 
proximately four times a day. This 
builds a solid land mass and also 
keeps the odor and seagulls under 
coitrd. 

Evoitually the trash will accumu- 
late to a height of 1 50 feet Phase I of 
the enormous mountain has aheady 
reached its target height. From the 
top of the existing mound, the Nor- 
folk skyline, downtown Portsmouth 
and the Virginia Beach coastline are 
visible. 

Building such an enomous struc- 
ture takes a lot of hard work and 



many years. Twenty-five employees 
work six days a week under the su- 
pervision of Frank Ennis to keep the 
operation running smoothly. Many 
of them have been with the city since 
Mt. Trashmore I was built, so tlifcy 
bring with them the knowledge of 
experience. 

After all these years, the crew has 
many stories to tell. Earle Beale, who 
has been with the city for 18 years, 
remembers the man who threw out 
$8,000 by mistake. 

"They kx>ked for days and ncvw 
found it," he said. "If people discover 
their mistake before the truck is 
dumped, there is a good chance oi 
recovery, but once it's here, it's 

gone." 

The work goes on in all kinds of 
weather. Ennis can only remember 
two days the landfill has been closed 
since it opened in 1971. 

"This is the best group of guys in 
the city," said Ennis. "They get their 
jobs done no matter what the weather 
is like." 

Thirty years from now, the bull- 
dozers and dump trucks will be gone. 
In their place children will run up and 
down the famous hill and families 
will picnic next to the lake. Until 
then, the landfill crew is doing the 
running and the only things picnick- 
ing on "mountain of trash" are the 
seagulls.
